PALO ALTO, (lP) — Scientific tests 
which will determine to the milligram 
the amount of alcohol in a patient’s 
blood stream have replaced the old 
system of walking the straight line 
to detect intoxicated drivers in the 
Palo Alto police department. Appara- 
tus for the blood test has been instal- 
led in the local station under the di- 
rection of Dr. Clement H. Arnold. 

About 15 minutes is required for eash 
test, using a method developed by Dr. 
Harry Newman of the Stanford Med- 
ical School. 


If the concentration is over two mil- 


| jigrams of alcohol to the cubic cen- 
‘timeter of tested material, the sub- 


ject is intoxicated, according to Dr. 
Arnold. If the concentrate runs as high 
as five milligrams, the subject is “dead 


‘ drunk” and if it reaches seven milli- ' 


grams he is “more dead than alive,” 


‘the doctor said. 


Dr. Arnold discredited the theory 
that the habitual drinker is less sus- 


‘ceptible to intoxication than the mvo- 


derate drinker, when he said alcohol 
impairs reactions, movements and 
judgments long before outward ef- 
fects are apparent.

20 YEARS DRIEST 
SINCE 1492

WASHINGTON, (WP)—The year that 
Columbus discovered America the wea- 
ther was dry—had been for 28 years— 
—the Bureau of Entomology and Plant 
Quarantine of the Department of Ag- 
riculture has discovered.

passing sentence.
